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Bicycle accident 
fatal to Wilmington boy 


A 16-year-old youth died on Tuesday 
after being hit by a car on Sunday 
evening. 

Steven R. Manuel was riding his 
bicycle on Main Street near the Town 
Park. His half-brother, Frank 
Powers, was on the other side of the 
road, and Steven attempted to cross 
the road to join Frank. 

He was struck by a southbound car, 
a 1967 Buick driven by Theodore 
Rodes, age 17, of Woburn. Thrown in 
the air by the initial impact, Steven 
collided with the car a second time 
when he landed. The accident oc- 
curred at about 6:30 p.m. 

He suffered severe head injuries, 
and multiple fractures. Both the 
Wilmington Firé Department. Am- 
bulance and rescue truck responded, 
and he was taken to the Winchester 
Hospital. He was then transferred to 
the New England Medical Center in 
Boston, where he died Tuesday even- 
ing 

The accident is under investigation 
by Officers David McCue and Robert 
Spencer. Spencer said that the car 
left 4 45-foot skid. Spencer said that 
motor vehicle homocide charges and 
other traffic citations were being 
issued in the case. 

Steven, a deaf-mute, frequented the 
‘Town Park, where he was an unof- 
ficial bat boy for the softball teams 
playing there. He was a favorite of 
several of the players.

Plans ready for new high school track

If all things go as planned, 

* Wilmington High School will sport a 

brand-new, six-lane quarter-mile run- 

ning track when school opens in the 
fall. 

Specifications have recently been 
completed for the track which was ap- 
proved at the March 1978 Town 
Meeting and for which $80,000 was ap- 
propriated 

According to Town Engineer Robert 
Higgins, timing is a crucial factor. 
Since funds do not become available 
until July 1, the beginning of the fiscal 
year, work cannot begin until then. 
September 6, 1978 has been designated 
for completion of the track, leaving 

‘only two months for its construction 

Unless the track is completed or 
very nearly completed by this date, 
said Higgins, the work would be 
suspended until the following summer 
so it would not interfere with fall 


sports at the school. 

Higgins admitted, that ‘‘any 
number of things’’ could delay con- 
struction until next summer, but, he 
said, “We hope we are going to be 
lucky on this one."’ 

‘The present track, a 14-foot cinder- 
surfaced strip around the perimeter 
ofj the football field, was condemned 
aS hazardous and ordered closed in 
April 1977 by Superintendent of 
Schools Walter Pierce. Rocks and 
bricks had been discovered projecting 
through the track surface and one 
former runner had ruined a pair of 
track shoes there when a spike was 
pulled from them. 

Despite the substandard practice 
facility, the track team has won two 
state championships in recent years. 

‘The proposed new track, although 
utilizing the same location, will be 26 
feet wide, considerably wider than the 
old version. It will have a top layer, 


Coaches to reapply for lost jobs 


At a meeting last week, Wilmington 
coaches were urged by the Teachers’ 
Association to re-apply for their jobs 
despite their anger over a recently 
adopted annual re-posting policy 

Steve O'Brien, a faculty represen- 
tative who works on the bargaining 
team, said that the reasoning behind 
the Teachers’ Association's position 
was two-fold. 

We asked the coaches to re-apply, 
he said, to protect their rights as 
coaches and because we do not want 
to deprive the kidsin town, he said 

The decision to require that all 
coaching positions be reposted an- 
nually was handed down at the June 14 
School Committee meeting. Coaches 
were apprised of the new policy on 
June 15 and given eight days in which 
to re-apply for their jobs. In the past 
only vacant positions were posted 
each year 

‘The new ruling has caused con- 
siderable controversy among school 
department personnel, and a formal 
griévance has been filed in protest by 
the Wilmington Teachers’ Associa- 
tion. 

O'Brien said that the meeting of the 
coaches was called so that the 
Association could explain why it had 
filed a grievance. According to Carl 
Olsson, president .of the Teachers’ 
Association, annual re-posting 
violates a past practice clause in the 


teachers’ contract and is an item that 
should have been introduced into 
collective bargaining sessions last 
fall. 

O'Brien said that the Teachers’ 
Association hoped that bargaining 
could be re-opened and a trade-off 
could be negotiated. 

He added that coaches had been 
asked to attend the June 28 meeting of 
the School Committee ‘to ask 
questions." ‘We are not talking con- 
frontation,”” he said, ‘we are talking 
information.” 

“Coaches are very upset and 
worried,” O'Brien said about their 
own careers and about the programs 
for the fall. He explained that much of 
the planning and organization for fall 
sports must get underway now. “This 
is our biggest concern,” he said 

Athletic Director Lawrence 
Cushing told the Town Crier that as of 
Monday morning, following a Friday, 
June 23, deadline, many of the 
coaches had re-applied. He said, 
however, that he couldn't be sure it 
was 100 per cent. 

‘According to Cushing, at least a few 
days beyond deadline is normally 
allowed for applications that may 
have been delayed in the mail. 

Cushing said that even though he 
was retiring on July 1, he was “really 
concerned.” “I still have lots of 
children playing," he said.

17,000 square foot parcel of land 
donated to the town by Alan E. Fenton 
of Adams Street. 

Higgins, who designed the 
specifications, said work on the pro- 
ject “went very well.” One in- 
dividual, Peter Liebermann, was 
assigned to work on the project full- 
time, he said, while the rest of the 
staff assisted when not working on 
several other Engineering Depart- 
ment projects 

Invitations to bid were advertised 
beginning June 21. To date, however, 
only one bidder has inquired at the 
town hall regarding copies of the 
specifications.

Town beaches-rules to abide by 


The following rules and regulations 
have been imposed by the Wilmington 
Recreation Commission regarding the 
town beaches 

1. No person shall use the Town 
Beaches at Silver Lake except those 
residents of the Town of Wilmington. 

2, All adults must have proper iden- 
tification with them: 

3. A resident of the town may take a 
maximum of four guests and must be 
responsible ‘for their actions 

4. Children under the age of 11 years 
must be accompanied by a person 14 
or over. 

5. The beach will be. open only 
within the days and hours announced 
each year by the commission 

6. No persons shall advertise for 
sale or sell goods or services wittiin 
the beach areas except with written 
permission of the Recreation Com- 
mission 

7. Drivers of cars must be equipped 
with proper identification and must 
comply with the posted directions or 
verbal directions of an agent of the 
Recreation Commission concerning 
parking.

8, The following types of conduct 
are prohibited: playing ball, running, 
roughhousing, throwing sand and-or 
any other conduct annoying to others;

‘He said that the Planning 
Board wag bound under state 
law to act on the application 
before them on or before July 
11, With the information at 
hand, they would have no 
choice but to reject the 
proposal, DeRoy said.

$5000, Jensen, has since dled,

A Somerville developer 
proposing to build a roadway 
on the Alnsworth Road right- 
of-way accepted the advice of 
the Wilmington Planning 
Board on Tuesday night, and 
withdrew his proposal.” He 
will resubmit it for another 
hearing 

Lawrence Burns is hoping to 
vuild a 200 unit motel on a site 
jocated between Route 93. 
Route 125, Andover Street and 
Ainsworth Road. He is 
proposing that the access to 
the motel be through 
Ainsworth Road, which is 
privately owned. Robert 
Corey owns both Ainsworth 
Road and the land which 
Burns hopes to develop. 

Among the persons present 
at the hearing were members 
of the Wilmington Conserva- 
tion Commission, several 
abuttors to the property, and 
A Daniel Gillis, a former 
selectman and planning board 
cnember, and past president 
v{ the Massachusetts Federa- 
on of Planning Boards. 

Conservation Commission 
Chairman Chester Bruce 
pointed out that there was a 
cease and desist order cover- 
ing the property into which 
Burns was proposing to ex- 
tend the roadway. Burns 
maintained that the cease and 
desist order did not cover the 
specific parcel of land on 
which he is proposing to build 
the road 

Acting Planning Board 
Chairman John DeRoy told 
Burns that because of the 


the hearing. 

‘Another interested party at 
the hearing was Mrs. Earl 
Eacker of Boston, who attend- 
ed with ber husband. She owns 
an industrial building at the 
end of Ainsworth Road. It 
‘was built about 15 years ago
